The family of Power, or Le-Poer, as it was formerly written, were originally of Norman 
eXtraction, and settled in Eneland at the conquest of that kingdom be Willian Duke of Nor- 
mindy. In the reign of Henry Ik. (1176) Robert Le Poer, or Power, was sent into Ireland. 
Ile was made Governor and Grand Marshall. and in 4179 Was joined in commission with Sir 
Hfugh de Lacey in the government of that kingdom.  Lle acquired great possessions, which he 
left to his three sons, who were Barons, and whose descendants became so considereblr that 
trom the 31st to the gyth year of King Edward ff. nine Barons of this family are recorded on 
ps arliaiment rolls. Prom Baron Sir Joim Litz Gilbert is descended the celebrated Peter Power, 
Eesq., who was slain by Bryan Montgomery. Me married Tsabel, the daughter of Sir George 
Graham Knight, and by her he had three sons, one of whom was John Power, wha was grand- 
father to Cciowl Milo Power, who in the year 1646, was sent with three thats bel men under his 
command to reinforce the King in Engel ind. These were designed as a cuard to the Prince of 
Wales. and went with him to Sicily, tovether with the Lord Digby, im 1647, for which, and his 
lovalty to the crown, he was shown much favor by the King, Charles IL., after the revolution. 
Ile died in 1077, and lies buried in St. James’ Church. fas 

Thearms of the family are thus ‘described: — Argent a bend engrailed, gules, between two 
wolfts’ or toxes’ heads, erased proper, on a chict the 2d 3 escalops of the field, crest a stag’s head 
erased. Motto—Pro patria semper’—lor my country always.

Powers is an American corruption of Power, The final +s’ is a Saxon excressence on one of 
the oldest of the Pranco-Norman surnames of Treland. The original appellation in Norman 
Irench was J.¢ Poer; this the Gaelic Irish rendered Paucr or Paor, and the Anglo Irish Power, 
The founder ofthe sept to which it belongs was Robert Le Pocer, one of the Kni; hts who accom- 
panied Pleury Tf. and Earl Strongbow in their divasion and partial conquest of Treland. Tle 
became oa distinguished military leader, and received large grants of the hinds con- 
quered trom che a tei septs of the northwest and southeast of Treland. In the early times of 
Anglo Lrish history we find a branch of his descendants holding large possessions in the modern 
County of Down (the ancicut Ulidin.) in the conquest: of which he had been one of the com- 
pitnions - the fiieous Jobo de Courey, who for that achievement was made Harbor Ulster by the 
Knelish Ning. But it was ta the principality of the Southern Desi, now the County of Water- 
ford. that the Le Poers took firmest and and most durable root. ‘There they became in tine a 
numerous and warlike race, the pnajority of Jhem having adopted the kinguage and customs of 
the people among whom they dwelt and whose lands they had seized. «At present Power ts one 
of the mostnumerous, inet actually Tie most ntumecrows. surname in die county just muned. The 
chict of the clder branch ot the tianily having sided with Elizabeth in her wars against the Earl 
of Desmond and the northern Irish Princes, O'Neill and O’Domnell.  ‘Vhe tithe of Earl of ‘Pyrone 
with large tracts of the cont scated lands. was conferred upon hin. Butus he died without male 
issue, ae these wud his Watertord estates passed by the marriage of his daughter tuto the pos- 
session of an English heir Tlowever, the male line continued to ‘be well represented and in pos- 
session of large domains down to the time of Cromwell and Willian, when thei chiet shared the 
suane fate of the rest of the Trish nobility, who remained fuithtul to their religion and the fortunes 
of the house of Stuart. 

In these convulsions the estates of Doniste and Upperthird were confiscated, and their pos- 
sessiors attainted ; but nevertheless both are still represe nted to-day in the male line among the 
landed gentry of Waterford. Made descendants of some of the other wealthier branches of the 
race are also in possession of considerable lended estates, and an honorable and distinguished

Though not Gaelic in origin, Power is one of that class of 
Hibernised names like Bergenwaish which may be regarded as 
100% Irish. The name, now one of the most numerous in 
Ireland, came with the Normans in Strongbow's 12th century 
invasion. It is derived from the old French word ‘povre; 
Latin ‘pauper’ or poor and was first written ‘le Poer" a 

form still retained by one or two families. The poverty 
implied was rather that of a voluntary than of institutions. 
Poer settled in County Waterford. Evidently Poer was among 
the great Norman lords who took part in the 13th century 
occupation of Connacht and Powers remained in that province 
under the Burkes. The name Power does not survive in Connacht. 
Among other important people of that name are Tyrone Power 
1797-1841 a celebrated Irish comedian and of course we must 
not forget the Powers Distillery producer of the famous Irish 
whiskey. Their coat-of-arms are described as follows: 
Argent, a chief indented sable which means that on a white 
shield from the top down about one fourth down, it is black 
with a saltire edge.

I found a record of the above in the History of England 

by Brady, 1685, page 374-376. He states that the above 

was killed in Ireland in 1186. He commanded the forces 

of Lethlin in Ossory, under Hugh de Lacy, who was also killed 
by the Irish at Castle Dervath, reference is by Annals of 
Ireland. Theee is also reference to one of these in 
Cambrensis. 


It is my thought that possibly this Poer might be of the 
family of which William Woodhouse alias Power descended, 
whom we found in London a couple of hundred years later. 

You will recall that this Power family was the one from whom 
Waxon branch of the Woodhouse family secured their coat of 
arms, whereas the other branch used the coat of arms which 
are now used by the Earl of Kimberley. 


Check into this as it wouldn't take too long and maybe we 
will find a promising lead.

_. The next parish mentioned is S¢. Christopher in Brad- 
strect (Broad) at the Stocks, which the Bank of England 
has now absorbed.

It was 
later divided. into three shops called the Three Nuns, 
and its quit-rent was 328.

So much that is fantastic has been written on the origin of the 
name Poer, Poher, or Puher that attention may be called to a 
charter of Roger “le Poher” in D‘Anisys Normandy Transcripts 
(Vol. ii fo 307) in which he styles himself son of John “le 
Poher" and speaks of Robert "le Poher" son of Bartholomew 

“le Poher" as his man. His seal bears the legend "Sigill" 
Rogeri Ms le Poer and the emblem of a fleur-de-lis. The 
county is Devon whence the Irish Pohers are said to derive. 
This evidence coincides precisely with that in the charters 
now at Eton, calendared by Mr. Maxwell Lyte which contain the 
names of several Pohers or Puhers cf the 12th and 13th centuries 
in Somerset. The seals of John "Puher"” and Nicholas "Poher" 
shewing for "device a fleur de lys". 


I may add that both in England and Ireland the name is very 
frequently met with in the 12th and 13th centuries and that 

in the cases known to me, some scores in number it is invariably 
le Puher, Poher or Poer (In my Feudal England pp. 176,313, I have 
given instances which seem to prove the original form of the name 
in Domesday to have been “Ponther" and "Punher" the transitional 
form). The true form of the name is personal at territorial. 


Wace speaks of “Les Boloigneis e les Pohiers”" as fighting at 

the Battle of Hastings and this has been understood to mean the 
men of Boulogne and of Poix (Picardy). Godefroy says the old 
French meaning of the name is “Herald”. In this sense the normal 
form is le Pouhier. I hardly like to suggest that it was possibly 
corrupted from “Poigneor" (a fighter) though Poignere is found 

as Pouhere or Punhiere.....Mr. Gabriel O'Connell Redmond in his 
monograph on the family states it is territorial, a strange 
jJugglery for so ancient a Norman House.

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Roger le Poer, d. 1186, one of the Conquerors of Ireland, 
belonged to a family which is said to have derived its name 

from Poher, one of the ancient divisions of Brittany, other 
accounts make the name the equivalent of Puer or still less 
probably of Pauper. Pipe Roll 18 Henry II p 32 = William 

le Poer held lands in Oxfordshire, Herefordshire and Gloucester- 
shire and Robert le Poer in Oxfordshire. Roger, Robert, William 
and Simon are all said to have taken part in the conquest of 
Ireland. Roger Poer a noble youbkh took part in invasion of 
Ulster in 1177 and won distinction at babtle of Down. After- 
wards he obtained lands in Ossory and was governor of Leighlin 
----he was killed in 1186 while fighting in Ossory. He married 
a neice of Sir Amory de S. Lawrance. 


Robert le Poer f1 1190 was one of the marshals in the Court 

of Henry II. He accounts for lands in Yorkshire 1166-7 and 

had charge of the forest of Galtris in that county in 1169 

and 1172. He is mentionned in the royal service in 1171 and 
accompanied Henry on his Irish expedition (Pipe Roll 18 Henry II 
pp 32,56). In 1174 he was in charge of Braban¢on mercenaries 
who were being sent home from England (Eyton, Itinerary of 

Henry II p. 183). In 1176 he was one of 4 knights sent into 
Ireland by the King and was made custos of Waterford, his territory 
including all the land between Waterford and the water of Lismore 
and Ossory....He was still in Waterford in 1179. In 1188 seized 
for ransom by Count of Toulouse (Gesta Henrici II 35) Robert 
witness to charter in Ireland between 1186 and 1194. 


He's said to have been ancesoor of the Poers, Barons of Dunoyle, 
Barons of le Poer and Coroghmore and of Eustace le Poer Viscount 
Baltinglas Temp. Henry VIII. He may be the father of Robert Poer, 
who was one of tke great Irish nobles in 1221 and died before 
November 1228 having a son and heir John le Poer (Sweetman i 

1001, 1635, 2646, 3014) 


Of other members of the family, William and Simon le Poer were 
brothers, William was governor of Waterford about 1180 and is 
mentionned as crossing to Ireland in 1184-5 and his name occurs 
as late as 1200. (Sweetman i 75, 129, 132)

Roger, Robert, William and Simon may all have been brothers. 
Ranulf le Poer d. 1182 who held land in Shropshire and was 
killed by the Welsh when Sheriff of Gloucestershire in 1182 
may have been of an elder generation.

Walter le Poer (f1. 1220) was another member of the family who 

was employed in various missions in Warwickshire and Worcester- 
shire in 1215.

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The so-called “Yonriger son” of Henry III, Edmund “Crouchback”" 
was given the title of Earl of Leicester and the vast estates of 
the defeated Simon de Montfort in 1265. There was a contemporary 
tradition that Edmund was actually older than his brother Edward, 
but due to his deformity, the report of his birth was postponed. 
This was an important factor in the later claim of the House of 
Lancaster to the English Throne. (The account of the decussion 
of this contention in Parliament in 1394 is given in Contin. 
Bulogii. Hist., Rolls Series, Vol. III pp. 369-370). Whatever the 
birth date of Edmund Plantagenet may have been it is certainly a 
fact that his father showered him with lands and titles. -6n 30 
June 1267 he became Earl of Lancaster with a Charter for the honour, 
county, castle and the town of Lancaster, the honour, castle and manor 
Of Monmouth, the Castle of Skenefrith etc. At that time the honour 
of Lancaster included land in ten counties, namely, Derby, Lancaster; 
Leicester, Lincoln, Norfolk, Nottingham, Rutland, Stafford, Suffolk 
and York.7 Edmund was succeeded by his own son, Thomas of Lancaster, 
in 1296. And on 1 Jan. 1318/8 Thomas traded some of his property in Wiltxshkx 
shire and elsewhere for additional property in Norfolk, Suffolk, Sussex 
etc. This exchange mentioned a license for Thomas to hold the Manor 
of Wakefield, Fishlake etc. and to acquire Gimingham, Thetford, 
Greenhoe Hundred and Brothercross Hundred and other lands in Norfolk, 
Suffolk and ariel His holdings in Norfolk also included the 
Advowsons of Thetford Augustimin Priory, Churches of South Repps,

assosiated with the Woodhouse family and/or their wives' families. 
On 1 April 1300 Thomas of Lancaster requested an inquiry into the 
Knight's fees which Simon de Montfort had held in Surrey and Sussex. 
This was the area in which the Powers lived whose Arms were later 
used by the Mosdhouseac” On 28 Nov. 1308 the sheriff of Huntingdon 
was ordered to give him a tallage of his tenants tadeer:. Through 
: his wife he obtained the Earldom of Lincoln and Earldom of Salisbury 
on 26 Aug. 13110 Thomas was beheaded in his castle of Pontefract 
22 March 1321/22." ‘The property then passed to Thomas‘ brother, 
Henry, who was succeeded by his son, Henry of Grosmont, in 1345. On 
6 March 1350/51 he was created Duke of Lancaster and the Palatinate 
of Lancaster was formed as part of the Duchy.” This included many 
privileged of autonomy such as a chancery separate from that of the 
King. These privileged were only granted for life and when Henry 
died without male heirs on 24 March 1360/61, the Duchy became extinct, 
but the property passed to his two daughters, Maude, wife of the 
Count of Holland and Zeeland, who died without heirs 10 April 1362 
and Blanche who married John of Gaunt. Thus all of the vast estates 
came into the possession of John of Gaunt who was created Duke of 
Lancaster on 13 Nov. 1362.° When his son became King Henry IV, 
the King did not merge the vast Duchy with the Crown and the Duchy 
of Lancaster remains to this day with its own Chancellor. The vast 
Boham Estates which Henry IV inherited from his father-in-law became 


part of the Duchy of Lancaster.

In 1371 Walter Power after long service in the House 
of Lancaster became head of a commission which held the great seal 
so that he virtually became Chancellor of England. Another member 
Of the retinue and Chief Counsellor of John of Gaunt, named Robert 
‘Thorp, was appointed Chancellor of England in 1371. Thorp died

‘John Woodhouse was Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster from 
1414 until his death in 1431. He was succeeded by Walter

Our Powers were vassals of the Br8ouze family and I find that 
Ann de Briouze, a Briouze coheiress, born before 1474 married 
Roger Townsend of Raynham and their daughter-in-law was Ann 
Crofts, da. of Thomas Crofts of Felmingham.
